. tile Moscow government would have been 
considerably less patient with a revolutionary 
movement in Russia to set up an American 
oopitallstlo fiyatem. i 

Whatever communists in Russia or soclal- 
ists In England may say about capitalism, 
they cannot deny that the war products ot 
America's capitalist industry helped their 
oountrlea considerably during the war. Nor 
can they deny that the billions of capitalist 
. America's dollars that their countries are 
seeking would be equally helpful now. 

But what Russians or Englishmen say In 
tiieir own countries is none of our business, 
OTon though their oratorical bites at the hand 
they hope will feed them can be somewhat 
. ^Ureuibme and Irritating. 
* Tfie resumption of Russian support for 
American ooramunlsts' revolutionary, activi- 
ties, however, would bo our business. For 
Americans to finance even indirectly such a 
program would bo absurd, to say tho least. 
It would bo as if tho goose In the fable had 
voluntarily contributed a few golden eggs 
to a fund with which tho fanner hoped to 
buy an ax and kill tho bird. 

niere Is icant danger that American com- 
mimlata will start a shooting revolution. But 
there is a legitimate fear that Russian sup- 
port of their incessant sniping at our social 
system, at a. tlmo when Russia was rebuild- 
ing with tho help of American dollars, would ■ 
so righteously Infuriate the American peo- 
pl8 that peaceful relations between tho 
world's two greatest countries might be Jeop- 
ardized. 

Americans have no quarrel with the Rus- 
sian typo of government for the Russians. If 
Premier Stalin and his people will maintain a 
like feeling toward us, lasting peace will havo 
a better chance of becoming a reality.
